The submission of amendment filed on 3/31/2005 is acknowledged. At this point claims 
2, 3, 5-8, 1 1-14, 16-20 have been amended, claims 1, 10, 15 have been canceled, new claims 23- 
28 have been added and the remaining claims left unchanged. Thus, claims 2-9, 1 1-14, 16-28 are 
at issue in the instant appUcation.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-9,11-14,16-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to Claim 23 the prior art of record fails to show a device for an automatic 
adjustment of a position of a headlight having an adjustment means for monitoring progress of 
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an initialization means and the adjustment means is accessible from outside the actuator and 
connected to a warning device. 

Clairns 2-9,16-22 and 26 are allowed as claims depended on claim 23. 

Referring to Claim 24 the prior art of record fails to show a device for an automatic 
adjustment of a position of a he£^dlight of the vehicle having a fault management mode by 
instructing the actuator to tilt the light downwards. 

Claims 27 and 28 are allowed as claims depended on claim 24. 

Referring to Claim 25 the prior art of record fails to show a device for an automatic 
adjustment of a position of a headUght of the vehicle having analog electronic control system for 
controlling the actuator. 

Claims 11-14 are allowed as claims depended on claim 25.
